New York Garages’ 


(From The Motor World.) 
During the year 1903 only-one garage 
was erected in New York city,at a cost 


most universally looked upon as a Freck- 
less experiment at the time. During 1904 
only three small private garages were 
built, at an aggregate cost of $30,000. 


‘Last year eighteen garages were erected 


in this city, practically all of them with- 
in @ small radius of what has now come 
to be regarded as the permanent auto- 
Their total 
cost was $1,287.500. One of these struc- 
tures cost $350.000;: one $200,000, and 
two of them $%1/50,000; tne remainder 
ranged in cost from $4,000 to $80,000. In 
the nine months of 1906 that have ai- 
ready elapsed no less than $1,334,500 has 
been expended for the same purpose, 


‘these figures being exclusive of the value 


of the land. 
Several costing in excess of %100,000 


in these figures. which also emorace what 
will undoubtedly be the largest garage 
structure in the world, now being erected 
at the northeast corner of Broadwa;s and 
Sixty-fdurth street, at a cost of %$400.- 
900. It will be six stories in height and 
will have close to 200,000 square feet 
of space on each floor and the very ia- 
test advances In the way of fireproof con- 
structionfi as well as in affording facilities 
for the easy handling and storage 
cars. But three years ago the car had 
to come to a halt on the sidewalk, have 
its gaselene tank emptied and then be 
pushed in by hand, so stringent were 
the insurance regulations regarding the 

e of cars. Many of these new 
buildings are leased at yearly rentals in 
exces#@ of 820.000, while some of them ap- 
proach $50.000. Less than two years 
ago the Avenue de la Grande Armee. in 
Paris, was considered to be the greatest 
of all automobile rows. Sut Broadway 
between Forty-second and Seventy-sece 
ond streets now eclipses it.

President’s Address. 

“Again it ig. my privilege and pleasure 
to make a report to the Georgia division 
convention. Although meeting in a differ- 
ent city each recurring October,. I can 
but feel at home when iooking at the 
many familiar faces here to greet me. 
It is pleasant to greet the old - friends, 
delightful to see so many new faces, and 
pleasantest of all, to know that we are 
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We, in Georgia, are specialiy fortunate 
in that never a jar or unpleasantness 
hag ever marred our deliberations. And 
yet, while so many dear -remembered 
faces are with us, there are vacancies 
in our order that can never be filled, and 
many chapters mourn some earnest mem- 
ber who gave her best to the interest 
for which we stand. Our hearts go out 
in sympathy to all who have met with 
such misfortunes. 
“During this month there passed from 
brave spirit of the 
widow of Jefferson Davis. Having sur- 
vived her great husband sixteen years 
and during that time having passed 
through another sorrow, almost as great 
as the loss of this trusband, in the death 
of her youngest and best beloved daugh- 
ter; full of years and honors, she has 
been ‘gathered to her fathers.’ She was 
the first and only ‘Honorable President 
General’ of the U. D. C. The office was 
created for her and is to die with her. 
“We, in Georgia, a few years ago, re- 
ceived from Mrs. Davis a gift of money 
to be used in the dormitory called for her 
beloved daughter, ‘Winnie.’ At the time, 
our need of funds were so great the 
sum was used in the general building 
fund. Many of us regretted"this at the 
time, feeling that a specia] gift should 
have been purchased and placed in the 
dormitory. A portrait of Winnie Davis. 
wag what we most desired and it seems 
to me that the time has come now. to 
return thig sum, $169, by investing in a 
painting o¢ the beautiful daughter, to be 
placed in the dormitory as a gift from 
the mother. This would be a memorial 
to both. I beg you to consider this mat- 
ter well and act on the suggestion at this 
convention. 

“The year just passed has been a mem- 
orable one for us. In our convention at 
Macon last year we ‘builded better than 
we knew’ when we took up the two ob- 
jects presented for our consideration in 
endorsing and undertaking to build two 
monuments, one to ,Georgia’s first gen- 
eral, who fell a martyr so early in the 
strife, the other to a poor foreigner, a 
Swiss, who, living among us, cast his 
lot. with. ours anu as a reward met an 
ignominous death at the hands of a 
frenzied populace and government. 

“No man can do more than lay down 
his life for a cause a those of us whe 
have studied. the subjéct this past year, 
Know that Maj. Henry Wirzs did this, 


treason to our beloved President, Jeffer- 
son Davis. Whose. word have we for this? 
Mr. Davis’ own word, and that was never 
doubted, no, not even by his worst ene- 
mies. 

“Phere was never any object’ under- 
taken by our society that hag met with 
such widespread interest, such loyal sup- 
port, and such violent antagonism. The 
latter has taken the wildest form, in-! 
dulged in the most insane abuse, not 
sparing in any way the women of the 
Georgia division or the south ‘in general. 
And we have answered never a word, 
but have simply gone on and simply 
proved our casé, and mean to establivh 
the truth forever when we unveil our 
monument.

Says Supreme Court in 
Pryor Street Case. 


The supreme court, in a decision handed 
down yesterday in the case of J. N. 
Seale, superiniendent of transportation of 
the Southern railway, against the state, 
upholds the validity and constitutional'ty 
cf the Georgia law prohibiting the operat- 
ing of freight traihs on Sunday, in the 
face of interstate commerce regulations 
and everything else, 

This is the second case against Seale 
which has made its appearance in the 
courts. He was indicted in several simi- 
lar cases on the charge of operating 
freight trains on Sunday, though Haber- 
cham county, Ga. The first time he was 
convicted in Habersham superior court, 
and fineq $1,000. The decision was ‘af- 
firmed by the state supreme court, and 
an appeal was taken to the United States 
supreme court, which held that it had 
no jurisdiction, as no sufficient federal 
| question had been raised. 
| In the present case a similar conviction 
| was secured in Habersham superior 

court on the charge of running a freight 
— on Sunday, May 24, 1903. This 


was an interstate train running from 
Greenville, 8S. C., to Atlanta, Ga. It con- 
| taimed only ‘“‘dead’’ freight, that is none 
| Of the classes of perishable freight, such 
| as ere permitteg to be hauled on Sundar 
under the Georgia law. 

Attorneys for the defense requested the 
court, Judge Kimsey, to charge that the 
Georgia law against Sunday freight 
trains, was not applicable to interstate 
| business. This the court refused to do,

This Hennington case went 
to the preme court of the United 
States in 1892, and there the decision of 
the state supreme court was affirmed. 
(163 U. 8S. 299.) 

The supreme court of Georgia was re- 
quested to review and to overrule this 
decision. but declined to do so for rea- 
sons which are at once sufficient and a»- 
parent. 

The Southern railway, however, has 
brought the federal question of interstate 
commerce more prominently to the front 
in the present case, and there is no doubt 
ef the fact that ,the United States su- 
preme court will again be askeq to pass 
upon it.

WILL THE GALLOWS SAVE 
NECKS OF RAWLINGS BOYS? 


Prison Commission May 


MoGre Before Passing on their Application for 
Clemency--Moore’s Last Words May Cut 
Important Figure. 


Await Execution of . Alf 


Before passing upon the applications 
for executive clemency in behalf of Mil- 
ton and Jesse Rawlings, the two boys 
sentenced to be hanged with their father 
for the murder of the Carter children in 
Lowndes county, it is more than probable 
that the prison commission will now 
await the execution of old man Rawlings 
and Alf Moore, the negro, who confessed 
his part in the shooting and implicated 
the boys. 

According to the view taken of the 
matter by the prison commission, there is 
also to be a possibility of thé negro, Alf 
Moore, making a confession on the gal- 
lows whichHwill relieve the twd Rawlings 
boys of implication in the crime. If 
Moore should make such a confession it 
would throw entirely new light on the 
case ‘so far as the boys are concerned. 
The question has been asked, then, why 
should not the commission walt untu 
Moore has paid the penalty on the gal- 


lows before acting on the petitions for 
clemeryy in ‘behaif of the boys? It is 
not un&kely thaf the commission will take 
this view of the case. 

It is well known that the father, J. G. 
Rawlings, has constantly reiterated the 
statement that the boys were rpt impll- 
cated in the crime, and has said that 
wheh Moore was on the gallows, know- 
ing that his last moments were at hand, 
he would make confession to that effect. 

It was principally upon Moore's testi- 
mony that the boys were convicted and 
sentenced to be hanged.

The riot caused more Suffering, wounded 
feelings and business to be injured 
families wrecked for all time among the 
best people of my race in that city than 
among all the bad negroes in the south. 3 
have advised the race tO go to Africa. The 
Atlanta troubie is the sreatest proof of 
the wisdom and judgment of my project 
than anything. In the name of all that 
is good and righteous what do you see 
in this country for the black man but 
constant trouble? He, is attempting ta 
do two things, to migrate north and west

Numerous Exhibits Have Arrived 
From All Sections of the State. 
Opening Address by Booker 
T. ‘Washington — White 
Speakers to Be Heard. 


Macon, Ga., November 10.—(Special.)— 
All details of arrangement for the col- 
ored fair have been tompleted, and 
Monday the first enterprise of this char- 
acter ever undertaken by the race in 
the south will be open to the people of 
the state for inspection. The arrival of 
exhibits from Savannah, Albany, Amer- 
icus, Cordele, Tifton, Valdosta and from 
nearly every section of the state de- 
voting time to farming reveals that an 
extensive show of negro industries, and 
especially negro farming, will be made. 

Booker Washington will attenac the 
opening and will make the leading ad- 
dress on this occasion. Among the white 
speakers will be Judge Sam Adams, Hon, 
W. H. Fleming and Hon. D. Mv, Hughes. 
There will be fully forty prominent white, 
Georgians who will appear from time to 
time during the week. Dr. John E. 
White, of Atlanta, has been asked ho 
speak on Education day. 

Athletic contests will be engaged in 
by negro students from seven colleges 
of the state. Horse and mule races of 
the Georgia raised and the plantation 
type will occur regularly. The premium 
list reaches $5,000. This includes the 
awards in the agricultural departments. 

At the closing of the fair there will 
be a religious congress. General interest 
has been taken by the negroes all over 
the state. The executive side of the fair, 
under R. R. Wright, of Savannah as 
president, seems excellent.

JAIL DELIVERY 
AT AMERICUS 


Condemned Murderer Saws 
His Way to Liberty 
From Jail.

Ga., November 10.—(Special.) 
Bundrigk, the condemned 
Crisp county murderer, confined in the 
Americus jail for safekeeping, sawed his 
way to sweet liberty last night, and with 
J. H. Parker, his celimate, held upon 
a forgery charge, escaped to parts un- 
known. The escape of the prisoners was 
not discovered until this morning, when 
Jailer Covington went up with § their 
breakfast. With the aid of a rubber tune 
connecting a gas jet with a smal! stove 
in their cell, Bundrick and Parker melted 
the rivets upon the inner wall and then 
aetached the Jock. Access to the corridor 
was thus secured. The prisoners had pre- 
viously ‘been provided with steel saws of 
finest temper, and with these cut the 
bars of an outside window and escaped. 
It is generally believed they went either 
to Savannah or Montgomery aboard a 
| midnight train. Before leaving the build- 
ing Bundrick wrote upon the walls t..e 
following lines: “God be with you till we

through.”’ The escape ef the prisoners 
has been generally discussed here.

No one here be- 
lieves he wiil ever be recaptured, Last 
week Bundrick was visited here by Nis; 
wife and brother, each spending a day’ 
separately with him in his cell. The ja | 
officials do not know from whence he 
secured the steel saws, one of which was 
ieft behind in his cell last night.

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Complex State of ‘ffairs Has 


Work on the Court House Is at a 
Standstill, With the Building 
Half Way Up, and the. 
Structure Partially 
Completed. 


* Albany, Ga., November 10,—(Special.)— 
An interesting and complex state of af- 
fairs has ariseh in Baker ‘county over 
thé erection of the new county court 
house. As a result, the taxpayers of 
Baker county may have to pay for thei? 
temple of justice, at least in Part, twice. 

Baker authorized the issuance of bonds 
to the amount of $30,000 for the erection 
of a court house. A contract was award- 
ed to the Atlanta Fireproofing Company 
to erect the building at a cost of $25,000. 

The county commissioners took a $oU,- 
000 bond of a surety company to guaran- 
tes the performance of the contract. it 
was stipulated that payment was to ~© 
made by the county commissioners to the 
contractors as the work progressed. 

The contractors offered to take the 
bonds % settlement. A premium of aoout 
$1,000 was paid. The issue was there- 
upon turned over to the Atlanta Fiire- 
proofing Company, which was to sell thé 
bonds, take $25,000 of the money to sat- 
isfy its contract and turn the remaining 
$6,000 back to the commissioners. 

While the bonds were in the hands of 
the contracting firm the Atlanta concern 
went into bankruptcy. 

Work on the court house at Newton 
immediately stopped. The building is 
about half way up, and the structure 1S 
probably one-fourth to one-third com- 
piefed. Up to date the county of Baker 
thas received none of the proceeds of tne 
issue of $30,000 bonds, which, it is un-, 
derstood, have been sold Dy the Atlanta} 
firm. 

The grand jury has recommended that 
the aenaty commissioners levy a tax to 
raise « sum safficient to pay for the com- 
pletion of the court house, and it js 
probable that this will be done, 

Baker county will attempt to get its 
money back. It is understood that the 
bond cempany will disclaim liability on 
the ground that when the county com- 
missioners paid to the contractors the 
full amount called for in the contract 
the latter became fully satisfied, and lia- 
bility of the bond ceased. A movement 
to have the bonds repudiated may be set 
on foot, 


WAS JUSTIFIED 
COURT DECIDES 


Acquitted by Jury and 
Discharged. 


Albany, Ga., November 1!0.—(Special.)— 
A dispatch from Sylvester says: At a 
commitment trial held here this morning 
in the local justice court, Marshall Berry, 
who killed J. J. Lamp, in this county last 
Sunday, was dischargeq from custody. 
Lamp attacked Berry, trying to shoot 
fim, and being twice disarmed, he then 
rushed at Berry with a knife. After being 
cut once in the back Berry began to use 
his own knife, and quickly stabbed Lamp 
to death. The evidence brought out at 
the trial today showed that the killing 
was done in self-defense, and the court 
declared it justifiable homicide. Tne 
trouble between the two men grew out 
of Lamp’s unreasoning jealousy, he be- 
lieving that Berry had been attentive to 
Mrs. Lamp.

November 
M 10: — (Special.) -- From these 
homely lines from an _  old- 
time plantation song, the idea out 
of which grew the Lowry Cotton 
Picker sprung into life. This machine, 
which is now on exhibition on the Tay- 
lor and McLemore plantations, 6 or 7 
miles from the city, promises to change 
the wording of the quotation. It will 
tiake it more than possible for one to 
Lick and one to hoe “what one can plow 
end one can sow.” — 

This ts a fact because the Lewry cotton 
ricker not only picks the cotton when 
ready to harvest from the boll, but when 
the plant first appears above the groun? 
is utilized to an increase of about. five 
times in the saving of labor in chopping 
out the plant to the stand. Since the 
machine was put to service near the city, 
large numbers of local people, as well 1s 
many from other gections of the stata 
and the United States, have gone out to 
witness its operation. 

The inventor did net 
ply a machine that would pick cotton 
eutomatically, for the very good reason 
that no inanimate mechanism would ‘be 
eble to distinguish Wetween the ripe and 
‘green fruit, hence the idea.is to increa3e 
the capacity of the hand plcker rather 
than to supply a machine that will take 
the place of the hand. pickeyp. altogether. 

It is demonstrated that this idea has 
been worked out in the Lowry machine. 
One man or boy can do with it about 
five times what he. can accomplish by 
hand. For instarice, six negro bors-who 
pick 300 peunds of.cotton a day can 
gather with the machine 1,800 pounds. 
Yherefore, labor ‘supply has been in- 
creased about five fold where the m1- 
chine is used, 

Not Complicated Machine. 

It is possible for the average man to 
give a good account of the meczanism of 
this new cotton harvester, for there are 
few things about it which are really 
complicated. The machine is propelled 
by the same gasoline engine that fuyn- 
ishes power for the picking. It moves 
glowly over the field, guided by the pick- ! 
@s, and is operated at a very small cost. 
The picking is done by means of long 
moveable arms. A belt revolves from 
the lower side up over the end of each

of canvas, and a series of fine bronze 
points.

He is a member of the various na- 
tional organizations of engineers, and his 
opinion goes far on any subject of his 
vocation. He in no sense decriés tech- 
nical education, but on the other hand 
expresses the greatest appreciation of it. 
He has made money as an inventor, and 
is in love with his work.

Ty ws have seen a letter written to an Atlanta financial representative by 
the president of one of the foremost financial 
north, a company which has millions of dollars invested in southern securt- 
ties and southern realty, who asks for information about race conditions 
in the south, basing his inquiry on the fact that “the question was raised by 
ome of our directors as to the position we should find ourselves in with 
millions of mortgage loans and a race war in progress.” 
The writer of this letter is a leading northern capitalist who, while he 
‘has not permitted himself to become warped in judgment and belief by the 
mass of misinformation which has, doubtless, been spread before him, not 
unnaturally makes this inquiry from a purely business standpoint seeking 
that information which may better enable him to, disabuse the minds ‘of 
others who are in doubt. 

He is dealing with men who have been misled by the vast amount of 
poppycock that grows out of a misunderstanding of the sitiuation in the 
south. , 

As long as we have to deal with men of the kind who make this inquiry 
we need have no fear, for what they seek is truth, and having found it they 
will act upon it. ° | 

But the danger lies in the Jodgment of this misinformation in less logi- 
cal, less liberal minds, 

It may be laid down as a fundamental proposition that there is no more 
of lawlessness in the states of the south than in those of the east, the north 
or the west. Recent events portrayed in the daily dispatches will bear out 
this assertion without the necessity of resorting to statistics. Lawlessness 
is the product of the passions of ignorance. Naturally, the negro, living 
in far greater numbers in the south, has figured more in, one way and 
another, in the sporadic outbreaks in this section, than has been the case 
in the states of the north, where he is comparatively little known. 

The fact that there is a tace problem and that there has been extended 
discussion of it, has resulted in undue prominence being. given to these 
incidents in certain sections, where they have been magnified, and mistaken 
conclusions have been drawn. : 

There is but one way in which the south can successfully meet this sit- 
uation: By raising her standards of respect for the law and obedience to 
its precepts above those of other states, but while this is being done, and 
the war against lawlessness is going on we may say to our critics: “First 
put your own house in order.” 

There are no more law-abiding, law-respecting people in the United 
States than those of Georgia and other southern states, This spirit is grow- 
ing throughout th south. There is no more lawless element here thaan can 
be found in the average northern state. The people of Georgia and of other 
southern states have proven this in the prompt and effective manner in 
which they have dealt with these sporadic outbreaks wherever they have 
occurred. 

Why should a lawless incident attract more attention, or be the cause 
of more comment, because it occurs in Georgia or South Carolina than if it 
occurred in New York or Illinois? Lawless mobs aroused by race preju, 
dice have momentarily gotten away with the law. and order forces of the 
great city of New York. Are they any more excusable there than here? 
Pennsylvania, Ohio, Wisconsin, Delaware, Indiana, Illinois, Colorado, others, 
have added their quota to the list of lawless outbreaks. Indeed, what north- 
ern state has not? Given two widely separated races in the same com- 
munity, no matter where, and occasional disturbances of peace and harmony 
are inevitable. It is but a lesson to the people to increase the vigilance of 
the law to the point of prevention. That is what we are doing here. 

There is not going to be any race wap in the south. True, there fs a 
race problem. Its solution is not the matter of a day or a year; but it rests 
with the people whom the conditions confront, and they are working it out 
gradually but surely, meeting each phase of it as ‘it appears, finding and 
applying the remedy. 

The south is busy with a commercial and industrial progregs that has 
startled the world, but the growth of which is yet in its infancy. 

Let our friends count upon it that nothing will be done or tolerated 
that will destroy the peace, the happiness and the plenty that prosperity 
has brought. 

But the very fact that there are many people, not familiar with the real 
conditions existing in the south, expressing the doubt as to the security of 
southern investments on account of possible race troubles makes it all the

tain the supremacy of the law at all hazards, 

Every state in the south has everything to lose and nothing to gain by 
failure to maintain law and order. 

Nothing could’ do the south more harm than for the idea to become 
prevalent throughout the country that neither life nor property is secure in 
this section. It would turn the hands of southern progress back fifty years, 
and it would take more than fifty years to overcome the damage done. Pen- 
alty would be exacted from the value of every acre of land, of every farm 
product, and of every investment of any kind whatever.

ty for enforcing the law about carrying 
concealed weapons? <A certain laxity al- 
ready appears in our midst and is every-

Many. young men acquiring pistols, 
have ere this disposel of them at the 
pawnibrokers and these have found their 
way into the hands of irresponsible and 
suspic'o s chartcters.

Convention to Meet at Nashville 
Next Wednesday Will Discuss 
the Questions of Labor 
and Immigration.

Nashville, Tenn., November 10.—(Spe- 
cial.}—If the leaders of the immigration 
movement in the south succeed in getting 
their plans adopted at the Southern Im- 
migration and Quarantine conference 
here November !2 to !4, inclusive, each 
of the souhtern states will establish and 
maintain a state department of immigra- 
tion. The conference begins its second 
amnual meeting in Nashville Monday and 
unquestionably it will be the most im- 
portant meeting of the kind ever held in 
this country. ” 

The programme calls for numerous ad- 
dresses on unique subjects by prominent 
men and before adjournment there is 
little doubt but that the convention will 
have at feast agreed upon some concerted 
effort to get immigrants into the south. 

Until a few years ago the southern ne- 
gro seemed to be equal to the labor de 
mand, on the farm and in the industrial 


field, but it has been clear for several 


years that the south could no longer de- 
pend upon the negro or even its own 
whites to perform all the labor needed. 
Men who have given the matter careful 
thought have agreed that heretofore t 
demand for labor was filled only because 
of the comparatively small] demand. The 
labor on the farms seemed sufficient be- 
cause so littl of the coumtry was under 
cultivation; This labor began seeking 
higher pay on the public works aa the 
country began to develop and in many 
great sections of the south the farming 
sections were practically depopuleted soc 
far as the day leborer was concerned.

Like Upton Sinclair, she has obtained 
yy personal experience, her knowledge 
of the revolting and brutalizing condi- 
tions underlying much of the preserved 
feod trade of the modern Babylon. She 
shared the toils and Lived the lives of 
the victims of rapacity and fraud whose 
eause she champions. She worked in jam 
factories, where rotten fruit is converted 


into table dainties; she labored in meat- 


preserving establishments, where putrid 
messes are sufficiently disguised by. 
ehemical processes to serve as canned 
food: she slaved for slum sweaters at 
starvation wages; she lHved-in the mosf 
wretched of cheap lodging houses; and 
that she might drain poverty’s cup to the 
dregs, she became a homeless wanderer 
and passed some nights \. the Thames 
embankment with a bench for a bed. 

What she learned in this way, the Brit- 
isi public is to be told before long, and 
judging by the accounts of her experi-

It was the 
practice of this particular factory to 
buy at Covent Garden market the 6ec- 
ond or slightly ‘off’ fruit, which was 
unsaleable to fruiterers, costermongers 
or green grocers. Owing to the heat 
and pressure of packing, the fruit often 
arrived at the factory in a sort of half- 
| fermenting mass; indeed, so bad was it 
often that it was impossible to pick out 
whole fruit. All we could do was to 
take up the mess by handful, pick out 
any leaves’or stems that were promi- 
nent and throw it into the nekt baéket 
in a sort of pulp.” 

The wages of the women in this fac- 
tory never exceeded $1.75 a week, and 
for this they were often compelled to 
work twelve or thirteen hours a day.

In this 
factory we were paid shamefully low 
wages, and we constantly worked longer 
tours than the law allows. The staff 
was reinforced in the heavy season by 
relays of tramps from the gutters and 
riverside. Their usual bodily condition 
was offensive and beyond description.’’ 

Miss Malvery found conditions almost 
as disgusting in the bread-baking and 
confectionery trade. “On one occasion,’ 
she said, “I took a lodging in a little 
street where most of the houses were 
owned by a Polish Jew who rack-renteda 
them. In another room in the same house 
there lived a baker with his wife and 
family. The man himself, at one time,!

He has gone 
over tne most of this great northwest 
on horseback and in wagons, examining 
the soil and studying the resources witt 
a view to increasing the traffic of his 
reilroad system. It is he who has been 
largely instrumental in pushing out 
the head of the land grants which orlg- 
branch lines into the wheat belt, and as 
inally comprised as much land as tae 
whole state of Ohio, he has laid out 
many of the towns and aided in poru 
lating the country.

Said Mr. Whyte: “I think. that the 
war will greatly benefit the Japanese. 
Those people will exploit Manchuria and 
orea, and they will then turn their at- 
tention to China. The Japanese already 
nave many investments in China. They 
do a large part of the carrying trade 
for the Celestial Empire, and they have 
lines of steamboats on the Japanese riv- 
ers. They are good organizers, and 
they realize that their future is to be 
industrial and commercial. They are 
taking the best elements of our civiliza- 
tion and making them their own. We 
are already trading largely with Japan, 
and I expect to see a steudy increase in 
that trade. The Japanese are largely 
rice eaters, but we are now sending 
them wheat, and they will in time be 
wneat eaters and meat eaters. It is 
this feature of their development which 
interests us, for we expect to supply a 
large part of those products.’”’ 

“How about the tourist travel to Ja- 
pan? Is it increasing?”’

“Is Canada sending much wheat 
Javan?” I asked. 

“Not > as yet. We are having some 
shipments from the province of Alberta, 
which lies just east of the Rockies. That 
province is beginning to raise winter 
wheat. It produced something like two 
million bushels this wear, and its possi- 
bilities are very great. The wheat is 
the turkey-red variety, which comes from 
seed imported from Kansas. It is 8u- 
perior to the Kansas wheat, and -will 
make more pounds of bread to the bar- 
rel. With the growth of this product we 
shall probably have a large shipment to 
Japan, not only on account of the quality, 
but because of the low freight rate which 
we can make from there to the Pacific 
and to the orient.’’ 

The Siberian Wheat Fields. 

“Do you expect much competition from 
Siberia in your wheat raising?’ I asked. 

‘“Yes,’”’ replied the vice president. ‘‘Si- 
beria, outside of Canada, is about the 
only country which promises to form a 
rew element in the wheat markets of 
the world. For a few years before the 
war Siberia was producing about 30,- 
000,000 bushels of wheat. That was its 
average during the years between 1898 
and 1902. In 1903 the crop amounted 
to 60,000,000 bushels, and it will proba- 
bly exceed that, now that the war 
closed.

“A large part of Alberta 
and Saskatchewan is adapted to mixed 
farming. There is @ great dairy country 
right near Edmonton, which is now pro- 
ducing butter for British Columbia and 
the western markets.

TO BE MADE IN AUTO CAR 


WO long distance motoring events 

that will command attention the 

coming winter will be brought off, 
if possible, on the east coast of Florida, 
and both the events will be in the na- 
ture of first attempts. 

No automobilist up to the present date 
is© known to have made the trip from | 
Jacksonville to Miami, the entire length | 
of the peninsula, but quite a number have | 
made the trip from Jacksonville to Or- | 
mond and Daytona. Last winter a Chica- | 
go man drove his automobile, after much | 
tribulation, to Cocoa, not quite half way | 
to Miami. He had, however, made 173 
miles, which is the railroad distance to, 
Cocoa, but it is very likely that the dis- | 
tance by the trail followed by the auto-| 
mobile was nearly 200 miles. 

There is no good road of any length’ 
between Jacksonville and Palm Beach,, 
but from the latter point a good road of 
6 Omiles runs to Miami. This road was 
built by Dade county, assisted by the 
Florida East Coast railroad. The road 
parallels the railroad for miles. The dis- 
tance from Cocoa to Palm Beach, where 
the road begins, is !27 miles, but the 
“road’ between Cocoa and Palm Beach 
is of the roughest discription and is not 
even a trail in some places, sand and 
swamp laad abounding. 

The course to be steered from Jackson- 
ville would be to take the 18-mile road | 
io the Atlantic-Pablo Beach, and then, 
the beach will be found to be good for 
30 miles to the inlet at St. Augustine, 
which may be ferried. St. Johns county, 
in which St. Augustine is situated, offers | 
only a portion of passable road between | 
St. Augustine and Ormond, a distance of 


69 miles. 
From Ormond a fair road as well as the

famous beach runs ‘to Daytona, from’ 
which point the going is geod over a 
shell road for 20 miles to New Smyrna, 
which is 125 mles from Ja¢ksonville. 
From that point to Palm Beach, a dis- 
tance of 175 miles, the going will be 
found to be pretty desperate and the real 
tug-of-war will be between these two 
points, The total distance to Miami by 
railroad is 366 miles via the Florida Egst | 
Coast railroad, but it is thought that by | 
the trail it will be nearer 400 miles. 
It will be a feather in the cap of the 
first automobilist who with his autoe 
mobile makes the trip from Jacksonville 
to Miami and it is proposed by the Filori- 
da East Coast Association that in order 
to draw attention to the need of a good 
road a sort of endurance test or wice by 
automobilists would do more in that di- 
rection than’ anything else could do. It is 
quite likely that a trophy. will be offered 
to the automobilist who arrives first at 
Miami in a race from Jacksonville.
